Wb are in the babit of boasting that 
we hare in Eeqaimalt one of the finest 
harbors in the world, which is in a great, 
measnre true; and wo feel very much 
pat oat of the way if any suggestion is 
made that bears the appearance of iguor. 
iDg the advantages wo prize bo biglily. 
Bat we forgot that evils may exist ibut 
more than conoterbalaaco tho benefus to 
bo derived; for instance : wo have Gno 
land on Salt Spring Island, but if the 
place be infested with cntthroat Indians, 
what is the laud wortii "> Wo hnvo a 
splendid harbour at Esquimalt undoubts 
edij, but our whole vicinity is infested 
by a gang of Bcoundrels who raalio a regus 
•lar' principle of ranning oil the sailors 
from the Teasels that may be lying there, 
partioalarly Her Majesty's ships. These 
poor deluded sailors are promised five 
dollars a day on the other side, when the 
object is merely to secure them to make 
crevr,s for vessels trading to the timber 
ports 00 the Sound; the orews of these 
timber vessels making a point of leavini; 
tbe moment the vessels enter the harbors. 
What care the crimps that the poor 
fellows they entice away are frequently 
expoeed to tho most terrible privations ? 
that to escape absolute starvation they 
are obliged to work, as they would refuse 
to work at home or on board a British 
ship, for mere existence ? Tho unfortu- 
nate men who are so infatuated as to leave 
their ships at the instigation of runners, 
when required to make up a crew, are 
kept in a state of mauldia drunkenness, 
until the ship for which they are intend" 
ed by the crimp leaves; tho latter extorts 
an exorbitant price from tho captain or 
agent, per man, for tho sailors, including 
their wages, which he manages to keep 
entirely to himself, on the pretence that 
the wretched rnnaway now at his mercy 
bas obtained the whole amount in board, 
drinks, &o. Should Jack torn restive on 
bi* bandSi be (JackJ is either beaten in 
a eroel, heartless manner, or bocussed &nd 
pot on board tbe ship like a dead hog; 
the captains of these timber Vessels who 
are forced to become parties to such dis- 
graceful proceedings, because their crews 
leave by arrangement with the crimps, 
are full/ prepared for any refractoriness 
CD the part of tbe halt crazed victim 
when he Bhows bimself on deck, and the 
revolting criieltieB inflicted on these mis- 
guided men, are dreadful to think of. 
Tho bitterness of their reflectionB, tho re- 
mombrance of the kindness and attention 
of which they were always tho objects, 
particularly on board tho British men-of- 
war, where every want is supplied, where 
in fact every reasonable dosiro is satis- 
fied, and between which and himself, 
there is now .»n impassable gulf— tarns 
«veryrhiDg in and around him to gall. 
To rid himself of his horrible reQ jctions, 
bebrutalises himself with drink; becomes, 
for the sake of tho beastly existence so 
attainable, a rowdy blackguard, and pro- 
bably ends his worthless life in a Stale 
I«n|teDtiary. To iliose nnacquaintcd 
■W'th 'tbe vile traffic in human life carrieil 
on by .these crimps, a traffic whose horrors 
far exceed those of the slave trade in its 
■worst features, our description of the 
treatment of runaway sailors may appear 
overdrawn; but we have in no way ex- 
aggerated the picture, and in fact have, 
oot of consideration for the feelings of 
our readers, refroined from stating some 
of the more diBgusting particulars. We 
ask our citizens in the name of humanity 
to set their faces against this atrocious 
system. We fool convinced tliat if our 
people would use such means as lie within 
their power they could do much to put 
an end to it. If they could only think 
that these poor fellows have relatives at 
home who look for their return, that 
until their abduction by degraded rascals 
their tendencies and impulses were 
good; tbey still felt the influence of home, 
improved and made fnire, by tho diacip- 
Uoe physically and morally on board of 
tbe ships, where their kindly feuhngs 
are usually expanded, and « here, if ihoy 
they remained, they would bo a 
pride to those that kuow thorn at 
borne, and an honor to the no bio old 
flag that they sail under. Instead of 
becoming miserablb objects from de- 
gradation and disoaso, they carry 
their heads aloft with honest, patrl- 
-otic pride in being tho orthodox 
British lurs renowned throughout tbe 
■world. Our tradesmen must never lose 
alghtof the fact that ibo exiaionco of 
any such vilainoUH sysloin of robbery, 
as is commonly praoticod horo by ihtso 
orimpB, loading, us in the cubo before 
the court tho other day, to tho dos- 
truolion of human life, and very 
BOrio^B lOBS to tho owners of vesaela 
TiBlting this port, is destroying the 
■'fedrw' pf -.tbi'lr. greateit profit,— 
the •BhVpplng.twde.. . . What vossol would 
oome h^x.e for''iji|pj^U«B at th!e immiDent 



risk of losing an entire orev^, involving 
a loss of frona $l'500 to? $2000'? *Th&: 
ansv^er is clear ; our port would bo 
avoided liko t, plague spot. Wo havo 
hoard people doploro tho doparturo cf 
tho Zoalous, with tho consequent loss 
of about §400,000 a year to tho 
Colony ; but did those pooplo consider 
that tho English taxpayers who hod 
to provide thai; sum also paid lor every 
sailor sont to this station about $500, 
and that nearly fifty ot thoso sailors 
havo boon enticed to run away from 
that vessel, involving a loss to tho 
English public of §25,000? Tho Zoal- 
ouH has t(ono, but wo warn tho people 
of this Colo[]y that if crimps are allow- 
ed to ply tbtjir vile occupation amongst 
our ships, tho wbolo of the navy will 
bo removed, and Yalparaiso will bo 
adopted as the station for the Pacific. 
It ia therefore necessary that somo- 
thing should be done to pat a stop to 
the evil, not merely on moral grounds, 
or as being our duty as British subs 
jecta 'and good rnembers of sdolety, 
but for the' sake of soli«interdBt. 
Everyone ahoald aid by every- Bieans 
in bin power in repraRsicg it.
